The 10-acrc exhibit, which is 
entirely free to the publl

workers to stay on their jobs.

Theme of the exhibit Is "Get 
a War Job and Stay on Your 
Job to Finish the Job."

"Shot From the Sky" Includes 
almost 10,000 pieces of captured 
axis' warplanes and feati'u 
three planes still in flying con­ 
dition- a Junkers 88 medium 
bomber captured in the Mediter­ 
ranean theater, a Jap Zero cap­ 
tured at Buna and a Messer- 
schmitt 109 fighter taken at an 
African airfield.

Shown for the first -time in 
the United States is a nazi ro­ 
bot bomb captured on Nor­ 
mandy's rocket coast. One of
Hitler's V-l ngeance weapons
used against London and tht 
south of England last summer, 
the buzz bomb Is accompanied 
by explanatory charts and dia- 
rams.
Other display pieces include a 

Jap "Oscar" pursuit ship and 
fuselage of a JU-88, ME-110, 
Focke-Wulf 190, Jap Mitsubishi 
"Betty" bomber, ME-110, and

Range of "Shot From the Sky' 
extends from these mighty war- 
planes down to small axis air­ 
craft parts- altimeters, bomb- 
sights, junction boxes and in­ 
clinometers. German and Japa­ 
nese flying uniforms, life rafts, 
parachutes, guns and ammuni­ 
tion, helmets and gas masks are 
also displayed.
